FaCUlty Profile bySueButler-Hinz 

Tucked away in a corner of the BCS art room, an astonishing 
project is taking shape. Brendan Trower, the BCS art teacher of 
15 years, is building an airplane. The completed parts are 
examples of exceptional craftsmanship. Made from Sitka spruce 
from the Canadian west coast, a special waterproof glue is used in 
place of screws to hold the pieces of wood together. All moving 
parts of the airplane are handmade including the landing gear and 
gas tank. The only parts that will not be hand crafted are the 
engine, the front wheels and the instruments. The project began 
seven years ago and is hoped to 
be completed by 1992. Mr. 
Trower says that he has always 
been interested in flying but it 
wasn't until he met and spoke 
with local pilots that he 
realized that he could actually 
build an aircraft. 

"I think it's a good idea to have 
the airplane here (at BCS)," he 
explains. "The kids can see 
that almost anything can be 
accomplished if you set your 
mind to it. I would like them 
to understand that there can be 
great satisfaction and 
enjoyment in setting a goal for 
yourself and then carrying it 
out to the best of your ability."

It is not only the job of building airplanes that Brendan Trower 
has gotten right He also builds guitars and has recently 
completed a 15th century Italian lute which he constructed using 
only outline drawings.

Department Profile 

by The English Department 

Up on the top floor of the school house, where students of the 
prep school used to sleep in the old dorms, is the headquarters of 
the English Department. Not much sleeping goes on there now, 
as a sample of the current projects undertaken by the Department 
demonstrates. This sample also tells a lot about our attitudes 
towards the teaching of English. 

1 . Writing poems about the environment in response to a 
request from the CBC Quebec Community Network. Selected 
poems were read by students over the air on "Quebec A.M." 

2. Writing about current, historical, or imaginary disasters, 
modeled on Hugh McLennan's account of the Halifax Explosion 
in Barometer Rising . Selected pieces are to be published on the 
school newspaper, the "B.C.S. Challenger". They will also be 
displayed on the third floor. 

3 . Writing letters on behalf of prisoners for Amnesty 
International. Viewing films produced by Amnesty International 
and hearing the Gillard Lecture by John Humphries. 

4. Viewing the play, Thin Ice by Geordie Productions. This 
play deals with date rape and the students are discussing and 
writing about such issues as pornography and sexual 
stereotyping. 

5. Reading the writings of journalist John Colapinto and 
listening to him speak when he visits the school. 

6. Reading Roch Carrier's The Hockey Sweater , viewing the 
film, and writing him letters. 

7. Studying South African Literature and having the 
opportunity to hear Anthony Marais of the South African 
Foreign Service, and writing him letters. 

8. In the Second Form, taking part in a language across the 
curriculum project, using the "Rock" theme as a basis. In 
English, they write about rocks. In Geography, they learn about 
rock formations. They study animals that live on rocks in 
Science. They measure and weigh rocks in Math. They decorate 
their rocks in Art And you guessed it - listen to rock music in 
Music. 

In all these activites, the English Department is fulfilling a 
number of goals which we consider very important in the 
teaching of English. Above all we are providing a large variety 
of different experiences and thereby integrating writing, listening, 
reading, and speaking. We are achieving the goals of the 
Government Arts Program by innovative and relevant means. 
Although we follow the Government guidelines, we are flexible. 
When a new, exciting, relevant project comes along, like the 
CBC request for poems, we make room. 

One of the aspects of our work which stands out most clearly in 




the list of different projects is the stress we place on real 
audiences for the students' writing. One of the most important 
ways in which we can provide a readership for students' work is 
in the Department's award winning literary magazine, Inscape, 
which consists entirely of writing, art work, and photography 
by BCS students. 

Working together is essential. Not only do members of the 
department share ideas and materials, but we also like to share 
with other departments in projects such as the "Rock" which 
involve the students in a real "language across the curriculum" 
project. 

To attempt to describe the typical BCS English teacher is not 
easy. The above account must suffice to give you an idea of the 
way we think and work. Our illustration above by master

The BCS Scholarship Programme by Robert Pemer 




An article in the November '88 Bulletin stressed the importance 
of alumni and parent involvement in the admissions process. 
Alumni and parents can help in expanding our referral sources and 
in establishing regional alumni and parent associations in as 
many areas as possible. 

The continued growth of our financial assistance programme is as 
important as the development of a strong and consistent support 
network. The provision of financial aid in the form of 
scholarships, merit awards, and bursaries to worthy students is 
becoming a top priority of BCS. We have seen a 33% increase 
in the number of students writing scholarship papers since the 
1985-86 school year. Of the 44 candidates who wrote 
scholarship papers in three separate sittings for the current 
academic year, seven were offered Entrance Scholarships. An 
additional seventeen candidates earned Merit Awards. Thirteen of 
these 24 students are presently enrolled at BCS. 

The school's initiatives in financial aid have had a considerable 
impact on the quality and performance of our student body. In 
the last academic year nearly 100 students achieved Headmaster's 
list status. Four Form VII students were awarded scholarships to

universities. Our commitment to the future prosperity of BCS 
necessitates enrolling talented young people who might 
otherwise be unable to take advantage of the opportunities of a 
BCS education.

AbbOtSholme '89 by Charles Peacock 

At Salem School in Germany in 1986, BCS became one of the 
22 member schools of the Round Square Conference. The 
Conference itself came into being in 1966 as a group of schools 
which share an adherence to the ideals of Kurt Hahn, the German 
educator who founded Salem and Gordonstoun. Every year, the 
annual conference is held at one of the member schools and our 
student and staff delegates have just returned from Abbotsholme 
School in England. They are bubbling over with new ideas and 
are full of the excitement of the experience. 

Educational conferences don't always generate such enthusiasm, 




energy, and excitement. What's different about the Round Square 
Conference? The unique feature of the Conference is that it 
brings students and adults together to talk about education. 
Those students and adults come from five continents, nine 
countries, and 22 different schools. It is an international 
gathering where experience, knowledge, and enthusiasm of 
teachers is mixed with the energy, insight, and idealism of youth. 
That makes for a heady mixture! 

Talking about education - that must be pretty dry and boring 
stuff? Indeed it could be if we were talking about History and 
Math and French and English and Geography, in other words, the 
curriculum. We were talking about the "hidden curriculum" - 
about the way students receive their values, make choices, grow 
as people, and become part of the solution rather than part of the 
problem. These are the educational experiences which lie at the 
heart of Hahn's philosophy. On a more specific level, our 
discussions centred on those aspects of our school life that make 
us Round Square Schools: international consciousness fostered 
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by exchange; service to our schools, communities, and the larger 
international community through the projects of Round Square 
International Service; outdoor adventure through our various 
adventure programmes; education for democracy and the care and 
nurture of our planet through Round Square based conservation 
projects (details of our conservation projects will appear in the 
next bulletin). 

At the Conference, we share ideas, make new friends, renew old 
acquaintances, and receive the charge which keeps the Round 
Square engine running in our schools throughout the year until 
the next Conference. Last year, we sent 17 students out on 
exchange to France, England, Scotland, India, Australia, and 

Germany. We also 
received 17 students here at 
BCS, their presence with 
us a living reminder of our 
membership and an 
enrichment of our 
international family. We 
raised money to support a 
child at the Starehe School 
in Nairobi, Kenya, which 
has just joined the Round 
Square this year. We 
regularly send students to 
join the Round Square 
International Service 
project in India. 
Exchanges, community 
service, fund raising, 
conservation work, outdoor 
adventure - all these are ways in which the Round Square engine 
runs throughout the year. Then October rolls around again and it 
is Conference time - next year at Aiglon College in Switzerland. 
We would dearly like to take the whole school to the Conference 
but we are limited to four or five students and two or three Staff 
and Board members. But , with any luck, we can bring the 
Conference to the whole school. We have made application to 
hold the 1991 or 1992 Conference at BCS. We are keeping our 
fingers crossed. As at the ending of the Olympic Games, the 
1989 Conference closed with the sentences "Farewell and thank 
you to Abbotsholme. See you in Aiglon", spoken by the 
student delegates in some fifteen different languages. We hope 
that before too long it will be "See you at Bishop's College 
School".

Where Did the Class of '89 Go?

In 1989,. 118 students graduated from Forms VI and VII. Their 
choices for further education are varied. Of the 82 students in 
Form VI, 25 decided to remain at BCS for Form VII. 

Most grads proceeded to a Quebec CEGEP. Dawson College in 
Westmount and Champlain College in Lennoxville were the 
most popular choices. One graduate is attending Champlain in 
St. Lambert and one is at Champlain in Quebec City. Vanier 
and John Abbott College each attracted 4 of our graduates. 
Marianopolis with 3 and Brebeuf with 1 rounds out the number 
of CEGEP-bound grads. 

The Sciences and Commerce once again were popular options for 
graduates attending CEGEP. Eight graduates chose Pure and 
Applied Science courses while 4 chose Health Science. Seven of 
the graduating class are studying Commerce. One boy is 
studying Music. The rest are taking Social Sciences. 

Eleven of our graduates chose to remain in high school for at 
least one more year. Four boys have gone on to Lower Canada 
College, 2 girls are attending Phillips Exeter, 3 grads are 
studying in France at the Lycee Canadien, and 2 graduates are 
attending public schools in Ontario. 

Ten graduates decided to go directly to university. Four girls are 
attending Brescia College on the University of Western Ontario 
campus, 4 others are attending Carleton University and one is at 
the University of Ottawa. One graduate is attending Forsyth 
College/Northeastern University for Dental Hygiene. Two others 
will be taking Science programmes at the University of New 
Brunswick and Mount Allison University. One girl is attending 
an art school in Italy. 

An overwhelming number of our Seventh Form are attending 
Ontario universities. Queen's University has proven to be the 
most popular university for BCS grads. Eleven of our 33 
Seventh Form graduates are, or will be, attending Queen's. 
Another 5 were accepted at the University of Toronto. Four 
graduates will go to Trent. McMaster's Arts and Science 
programme attracted 2 of our graduates. Another grad will be 
joining them at McMaster in the Engineering programme. Other 
universities receiving our graduates include Carleton, Huron 
College, Guelph, Acadia, British Columbia, Calgary and the 
Co-op Engineering programme at Waterloo. Two students 
decided to pursue their studies in the United States. One received 
early admission at Dartmouth, while the other is attending 
Babson College in Massachusetts. 




I am pleased to note that most of these universities were the first 
choice of the students. As well, scholarship offers were received 
from the University of Toronto, Queen's, Carleton and Ottawa. 
I look forward, as do the other teachers, to hearing of the success 
of last year's graduates. □

Gordon H. Moffat: 1908-1989

Soon after Gordon Moffat's arrival at BCS in 1936, he revived 
dramatics as an activity, and he was for many years the staff 
advisor to the Camera Club, which he inherited, along with 
Chapman House, in 1942, from Christopher C. Love. Mr. 
Moffat taught a variety of subjects, but his main interest was in 
mathematics, where he became the Department Head. Who can 
forget his unique usage of his academic gown tail as a replacement 
for the blackboard compasses? In the teaching of Latin, John 
Cowans ('54) remembers Gordon's sympathetic patience: " I did 
develop, if not a facility with the language, at least a life-long 
love of it, well aware of the benefits it provided in the study of 
English linguistics." 

Mr. Moffat consistently furthered the learning of music in the 
School, through his organization and participation in the School 
Orchestra, in addition to his leadership in the Schubert Club, and 
Sherbrooke Symphony Orchestra, where he provided a full quota 
of blazered ushers, immaculate in their dress and demeanor. 
Gordon's violin virtuosity is especially remembered by those who 
were present to hear his beautiful accompaniment, with that of the 
late Mrs. Bertha Bell at the organ of St. Mark's Chapel, Bishop's 
University, in Handel's Messiah, sung by the BCS Choir on 
Saturday, April 24, 1943. 

In 1962, following Mr. Moffat's twenty-six year career at BCS, he 
returned to St. Andrew's College, where he continued to teach 
mathematics until his retirement in 1973. He died on July 3rd, 
1989. 

John Cowans, Gordon's successor at Chapman House, summed up 
his mentor in these words: "A gentle man, who gave the School 
his best and influenced in small and unheroic ways so many with 

whom he came in 
contact." Graham 
Patriquin added: 
"Steadfast, unposses- 
sive and adaptable are 
only three of the many 
adjectives his 
colleagues can readily 
apply to Gordon's 
character. His 
unchanging 
compassion and 
outright seemliness 
have made him unique 
in my recollection of 
the best men who 
worked beside me." □
